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Not to mention the Al undance of wrong Sig nifica- 
tions which they hade given to Latin Words; a Fault 
fearce excufavle, fince it betrays the Learner into ſuch 
Mift ues as will for ever hinder his true undes, an- 
ing cf a Roman Author. Such are their rendering 
Bo for a Shrub ; Carmen fer one fengle Verse; 
Humilitas for the Virtue that is contrary to Pride; 
Humilis for one that is endutd with it; Camera 
fir-a Chamber ; Caminus for a Chimney ; Es for 
Braſs: ; Pædagogus for a School. Maſter ; Albumen 
for the White of the Eie; Laurus for a Laurel, And 
an endleſs number of the like, which to repeat, would 
be as unpleaſant here, os thiy are unprofitable Where 
they are.
